Tbe  very  Hidden  death  of  Rer.  Frederic 
A.  Beed.  of  Harvard,  Mass.,  has  cast  a 
shadow  upon  the  who'.e  community  la 
which  he  resided .  About  threo  weeks  ago 
he  had  n  fall  In  his  house,  occasioned  hy 
tbe  breaking  of  a  step-ladder,  and  his  thigh 
bone  was  tract ored.

aud  also  of  the  citizens  ol  the  place,  all  of 
whom  leeinod  most  profoundly  Impressed 
w  ■  tli  the  great  sorrow  of  the  hoar. 
The  pnlplt  wan  draped  lu  black  and  was 
lost  tastefully  nrranged  with  flowers.  The 
letters,  *Our  Pastor"  in  flowers,  with  a 
background  of  green,  had  a  prominent 
place  on  the  platform. 

Rer.  Mr.  Holmes,  of  Ayer, conducted  the 
services,  and  with  Rot.  Mr.  Rohy,  of  Oro- 
ton,  and  R«T.  Mr.  Scott,  of  Fitchhnrg  made 
remarks,  alluding  la  tho  most  tender  lan- 
guage to  lhe  faithfulness,  the  culture,  the 
blllty  nod  transparent  Christian  ebaracter 
of  tbe  deceased,  l'royer  was  offered  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Rihy.  It  was  a  most  touching 
occasion  nnd  oil  hearts  scorned  deeply  af- 
fected by  the  anddennrss  of  an  event  which 
had  deprived  the  church  of  a  pus  tor  univer- 
sally beloved. 

Rev.  Mr.  Rood  was  born  la  Boston,  Doe, 
0,  IH21,  nod  was  01  yuan  and  tlx  months 
old  at  his  death.  He  was  first  settled  It 
Cohasset,  where  ho  remained  nineteen 
years.  He  was  noxt  settled  in  East  T 
ton,  where  lie  remained  ton  yours.  His 
health  tailing  him,  bo  wa.  obliged  t«  aban- 
don his  Utran  and  went  to  Europa.  After 
about  three  year*  of  rest,  ho  was  nettled  In 
Harvard,  Mass.,  where  he  has  been  pastor 
for  three  year*. 

Mr.  Rood  was  a  graduate  of  Amherst 
College  aqd  rccolred  his  theological  train- 
ing In  the  Seminary  at  Bangor.  He  woa 
ithor  of  the  work  entitled  "The  Twin 
<*,"  wlileh  was  published  hy  the  Con- 
gregational 1'iihllshliig  Hoclely,  aud  was  a 
roost  excellent  historical  work.  At  tho 
time  of  bis  death  be  had  Just  finished  his 
second  historical  work  entitled  "The  Bay 
Lollard."

I  nebriet y'Causes  and  Effects. 

One  of  lho  cbiol  predisposing  can* 
of  inebriety  is  civilization,  entailing 
as  it  docs  in  its  modern  development 
so  grcnt  tin  expenditure  of  nerve  force, 
aud  its  action  in  this  way  is  seen  more 
uinong  tlio  higher  and  middle  classes 
aud  thosj  who  live  by  brain  work  or 
are  engaged  in  indoor  occupations. 
Inebriety  has  riscu  among  us  and  pro- 
gressed pnri  passu  with  nthor  nervous 
diseases,  to  which  class  it  belougs. 
The  cxeiling  cunscs  ol  iucbricty  are 
iilcohul,  ophites  mid  chloral,  which,  by 
acliug  in  a  secondary  inuuncr  iqioii  " 
uervc  power,  produce  tho  diseased 
ilition  knowu  as  dipsomania. 
Alfonl  visilod  this  country  n  few  years 
siuce,  nnd  1  hud  lhc  pleasure  of  a  visit 
Irombim.  lie  came  hero  lor  tho  pur- 
pose of  cxnininiug  our  asylums  for  the 
treatment  of  dipsomania,  nud  o( 
a  people  ho  writes  ns  follows : — 

•Iu  America  an  nppnrcnt  paradox 
exists  |  for  while  there  is  less  oxecssive 
drinking  aud  more  total  abstinence 
than  in  any  other  country  in  the  world, 
still  there  Is  more  iucbricty.  The  ex- 
planation of  this  is  fouud  iu  tbs  loot 
that  lroni  climatic  nud  other  surround- 
tug  circumstances,  alcohol  eauscarscly 
bo  tiiKcn  by  a  nervous  tcmpcramout, 
even  in  moderation,  without  iuducing 
iuobricty.  There  is  universally  nn 
nhscneo  of  ulctibol  nt  all  nicnls  iu  tho 
United  Slates. 

Atmospheric  iulluoucc  is  another  un- 
doubted exciting  cansc  of  this  affec- 
tion, ns  sometimes  indicated  by  tho 
productiou  of  n  paroxysm  from  expos- 
ure to  sea  u.r,  easterly  winils  aud  other 
similar  changes.  Wo  have  tho  most 
striking  examples  in  tbo  lives  ol  indi- 
viduals lo  provo  that  there  is  such  a 
disease  ns  dipsomaniu,  nud  thc-,ost 
uinrkcd  ono  now  iu  mind  was  Kgar 
A.  Poo. 

'Let  te.npcruuco  advocates 
with  the  current  of  scientific  opinion 
ou  this  subject,  acknowledge  inlcmpcr- 
uuco  to  be  i.  disense,  acting  ut  the 
sumo  time  iu  harmony  wilh  this  doc- 
trine, aud,  while  they  vvill  gain  lho  sup- 
port and  co-opcrutiou  ol  tho  most  en- 
lightened scientists  of  Great  Ilrittau 
aud  Knropo,  as  well  ns  of  the  same 
class  in  this  conutry,  they  will  be, 
above  all,  fortified  by  nu  important 
radical  truth,  w  hich  will  demand  unity 
ol  purpose  uad  method,  and  secure 
ultimate  success.  It  lias  been  & 
that  there  is  nn  inborn  clcmeut 
the  tiati.ro  ol  man  which  develops  i 
bricty.  Could  wc  trace  the  cause 
this,  wo  should  doubtless  find  that  the 
vvholo  nice  is  taiuted  with  this  disease, 
coming  down  to  us  through  tho  ages, 
in  obedicuco  to  tho  Uvvs  of  heredity. 
Our  lathers  from  curliest  history,  w< 
find,  were  addicted  lo  drnukonucs;. 
1  l.nvo  a  book  before  me  now,  con- 
Iniuing  two  scrmous  preached  ic 
Kcllast,  Ire.,  200  years  ago,  by  a  bish- 
op of  the  Kuglish  church,  the  pur- 
port e)  which  was  to  tell  the  people 
ll.at  'it  was  wrong  to  get  druuk  on  tho 
dnyol  tho  funeral  of  a  bishop,1  but 
vvhou  u  ruler  or  king  died  it  wus  'uot  i 
siu  lo  got  druuk.'

They  find  thnt  the  poor  wc 
cn  canuot  work  unless  sho  bus  a  s 
otnuti.il  lunch,  und  it  is  soucrally  \: 
vided. 

Graham  bread,  when  well  mndc 
nu  cxecllcut  nrticlo  ol  food  (or  poor 
children  whose  mothers  arc  out  nt  work 
nnd  cannot  cook  warm  diuncrs  for  th 
Inmilics.  But  for  well-to-do  people, 
who  hnve  ronst  beef,  puddings,  vege- 
tables and  lruit,  the  quality  of  their 
bread  is  of  not  so  much  import. 
If  lho  wives  of  mechanics  aud  luboring 
men  would  contrive  to  give  tbeir  hus- 
buods  more  nourishing  food  lor  Ihcir 
breakfasts,  there  would  be  more  tem- 
perance and  less  temptation  to  visit  the 
drain  shops.

Independence,  Iown,  not  long  ago,  the

such  bird*  liefore.    Id  size  tbey  were 
trifle  larger  thao  a  tnowbird  and  the 
color  much  like  a  quail.    It  ia  supposed 
tbey  were  drawn  into  n  vortex  down 
south  aod  nubed  through  Ihe  atmos- 
phere all  those  thooaaodt  of  miles, 

The  following  method  of  raising 
young  plants  of  lutchia  is  said  lo  be 
practiced  by  cottager*  in  the  west  of 
England;  "In  tbe  autumn,  after  the 
frost  has  destroyed  the  foliage,  the 
wood  of  (be  present  teasou  is  cut  off 
close  lo  tbe  ground,  and  laid  like  n 
theal  of  corn  io  a  trench  a  fool  deep. 
The  bundle  is  covered  wilh  a  few  inch- 
of  soil,  and  iter*  i:  remains  nntil 
spring,  when  a  multitude  of  shoot* 
may  be  seen  pushing  their  way  through. 
The  soil  is  tbeo  carefully  moved,  and 
with  a  aharp  koife,  a  cut  is  made  each 
side  of  a  joint,  and  the  result  is  rooted 
plants  enongb  for  tbe  parish.  The  old 
stool  throws  np  more  vigorously  than 
re.  to  be  served  tbe  aaine  way  the 
follow  ing  anlumn.
